History oF THE MEDICAL DgPARTMENT oF TRE! 
University oF PeynsyLvania.—Messrs. Lindsay & 
blakiston, of this city, will publish, during this 
mouth, Prof. Joseph Carson’s “History of the 
Medical Department of the University of Penn- 
sylvania.” This work will doubtless be read 
with much interest by the medical profession of | 
our country, inasmuch as the history of the Med- 
ical Department of that University constitutes, for 
a considerable period, by far the most important 
part of the medical history of the United States. 

Dr. Van Oosterzer’s APOLOGETICAL LECTURES ON 
Joun’s GospeL.—Messrs. Clark, of Edinburgh, have 
in press, and are about to issue, a translation of 
Dr. Van Oosterzee’s Apologetical Lectures on John’s 
Gospel. There has already been a French transla- 
tion of it by Prof. Sardinoux of the Montauban Theo- 
logical Seminary, but the English translation has 
some features which are wanting in the French, Ger- 
man, and original Dutch editions. Dr. Hurst, of 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, is the translator, and he has 
added notes here and there for the English reader, 
being extracts from British and American divines, 
or original remarks. In the introduction to the 
volume he gives an acceunt of Dr. Van Oosterzee’s 
life and theological position. He has also taken 
pains to compile a complete Apologetical Litera- 
ture on John’s Gospel, which goes back as far as 
the first of the present century, when the contro- 
versy on the authenticity of John commenced. 
An elaborate Index, also wanting in the original, 
closes the volume. The English edition contains 
a special Preface by Dr. Van Oosterzee himself. 
The work has been printed in Berlin. 

Reep’s Drawine Lessons.—Alfred L. Sewell, Chi- 
cago, has just published “Drawing Lessons for 
Beginners, both in Schools and at Home,” by 
P. Fishe Reed, a prominent Western artist. It 
contains fifty-seven lithographic engraved lessons, 
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explanations printed in large type. Mr. Sewell is 
the publisher of “ The Little Corporal,’’ a juvenile 
magazine, which, it is stated, has in three years 
and a half reached a circulation of eighty thousand. 

Jutes Micuexer’s “ Bird,” lately issued by T. 
Nelson & Sons, New York, is an exquisite contribu- 
tion tothe study of natural history, in which wealth 
of knowledge, charm of style, tenderness of feeling, 
and elevation of sentiment are almost equally con- 
spicuous. The volume is manufactured in a style 
highly creditable to the publishers, and is accom- 
panied with many admirable illustrations. To 
author, translator, artist, and publisher, we are deep- 
ly indebted for one of the most valuable and attrac- 
tive books of the season. The translation is of un- 
usual excellence, and suggests most significantly 
to the reader a fact which many translators are 
wont to overlook—that he alone who writes with 
skill in his own tongue is competent to translate 
from a foreign tongue. 

German News Acency.—E. Steiger, New York, 
furnishes all German papers and magazines to 
news agents and to the trade throughout the United 
States. This agency was established in 1852. 

Van Nostrann’s “ Ectectic Enoingerine Maca- 
zing.”’—The first number of this monthly is an- 
nounced for issue to-day. The object of this 
magazine is to present, in a condensed form, what 
is of especial value in not less than fifty engineer- 
ing, mechanical, chemical, and metallurgical publi- 
cations, including translations from French and 
German magazines. It will also include the pith 
of papers and discussions before societies, and will 
embody news from all sources that will be inter- 
esting to the professional engineer. Each number 
will contain ninety-six pages, large octavo. 

Ir is pleasant to notice how England delights to 
honor the memory of her dead worthies. Geoffrey 
Chaucer, the poet, is buried in the Poet’s Corner, 
Westminster Abbey, and last month there was set 


| up a memorial of him immediately over his tomb. 


It is thus described in “The Builder,” a London 
paper: ‘‘ The design is intended to embody his intel- 
lectual labors and his position among his contem- 
poraries. At the base are the Canterbury Pilgrims, 
showing the setting out from London and the arri- 
val at Canterbury. The medallions above represent 
Chaucer receiving a commission, with others, in 
1372 from King Edward III. to the Doge of Genoa, 
and his_reception by the latter. At the top the sub- 
jects are taken from the poem entitled, ‘The Floure 
and the Leafe.’ On the dexter side, dressed in 
white, are the Lady of the Leafe, and attendants ; 
on the sinister side is the Lady of the Floure, 
dressed in green. In the tracery above, the por- 
trait of Chaucer occupies the centre, between that 
of Edward III. and Philippa, his wife; below them, 
Gower, John of Gaunt; and above are Wickliffe 
and Strode, his contemporaries. In the borders are 
disposed arms. At the base of the windew is the 
name ‘ Geoffrey Chaucer, died A. D. 1400,’ and four 
lines selected from the poem entitled, ‘ Balade of 
Gode Counsaile’ :— 
“Flee fro the press, and dwell with soth-fastnesse, 
Suffise unto thy good though it be small ;” 
“That thee is sent receyve in buxomnesse ; 
The wrastling fur this world asketh a fall.” 

This window was designed by Mr. J. G. Waller, 
and executed by Messrs. Thomas Baillie and 
George Mayer. It is a brilliant piece of color, and 
an interesting addition to the attractions of the 
Abbey. This and the Brunel window deserve the 
attention of students of modern stained glass.
